Important Commercial Bill, 
A bill to prohibit all commercial in 
tercourse with pons and placea into, or 
with which the vessela of the United 
Sialeaaro net ordinarily permitted to 
enter and trade, is now before tho Houao 
of Kepreseoiatives of the United Ülaloa, 
after having been reported by ihe com 
mittee of Koípéígn Rdationa, twice read, 
and referred to a committeo of the 
whole. 


Section 1. provides, that after the 
30th day of June next, no vessel, be 
fongiiig to, or cotuini; from any port or 
place with which tho United Hiatts* 
tesstls ar« not oi dtnarily permitted to 
enter and trade, shall be permitted to 
enter the harbours and watera of the 
United States; vessels so arriving, con­ 
trary <0 the provisions of the act, lo be 
forfeited, together with tbo cargo on 
boarii. 


Sec. S. From and after tbo 30th day 
of June, no foreign vessel shall bo per­ 
mitted to depart from the United Ütatea
